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VITAL STATISTICS. 


Parents and others are requested to carefully examine 
the following lists and if any errors or omissions are dis- 
covered report them at once to the town clerk, that the record 
may be corrected, as it is of importance that the record of 
Vital Statistics should be complete. Herewith are extracts 
from the General Laws of Massachusetts, Chapter 46. 


Section 8. Every physician, or hospital medical officer 
registered under Section nine of Chapter one hundred and 
twelve, in this chapter called officer, shall keep a record of 
the birth of every child in cases of which he was in charge, 
showing date and place of birth, the name, if any, of the child, 
its sex and color, the name, age, birthplace, occupation and 
residence (including the street number, if any) of each 
parent, the maiden name of the mother and the name of the 
physician or officer, if any, personally attending the birth. 
If the child is illegitimate, the name of and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be set forth except upon 
written request of both the father and mother. Said physi- 
cian or officer shall, within fifteen days after such birth, mail 
or deliver to the clerk or register of the town where such 
birth occurred, a report stating the facts herein above re- 
quired to be shown on said record and also the said written 
request, if any; provided, that if said report is not so made 
within forty-eight hours after such birth, said physician or 
officer shall, within said forty-eight hours, mail or deliver to 
said clerk, or registrar a notice stating the date and place of 
the birth, the street number, if any, the ward number, if in 
a city, and the family name. Upon presentation to him of a 
certificate of the town clerk stating that any such birth has 
been duly reported, the town treasurer shall pay to such physi- 
cian or officer a fee of twenty-five cents for each birth so re- 
ported. Any physician or any such officer violating any 
provision of this section shall forfeit not more than twenty- 
five dollars. 
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Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record relative to such births, shall furnish the same upon 
request of the clerk of the town where such child was born 
or its parents reside, or of any person authorized by him. 
Such member or servant refusing to furnish such facts 
Shall be punished by fine not exceeding ten dollars. 

Section 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
a child, and every householder, within forty days after a 
birth in his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to 
the clerk of the town where such child is born. Every 
householder in whose house a death occurs and the oldest 
next of kin of a deceased person in the town where the death 
occurs shall, within five days thereafter, cause notice there- 
of to be given to the board of health.

No pupil may enter the first grade unless such child shall 
become six years of age on or before October 1 following the 
opening of the fall term he wishes to enter school. To enter 
school in the fall of 1942 a child must be six years old on or 
before October 1, 1942. 


No child may enter the kindergarten unless such child 
shall become five years of age on or before October 1 follow- 
ing the opening of the fall term he wishes to enter. To enter 
kindergarten in the fall of 1942 a child must be five years 
old on or before October 1, 1942. No child may enter school 
after October 1 except by special permission. 


When a child first enters school in the town a birth 
certificate and vaccination certificate must be presented. 


Any pupil who has been out of school on account of a 
contagious disease shall not return to school until he has 
secured a health certificate signed by a physician. This 
certificate will be exchanged through the superintendent of 
schools for a return permit to be given to the teacher.

The Trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library present 
herewith the 56th Annual Report for the Year ending 
December 31, 1941. 

The Trustees feel that the library has been most for- 
tunate in keeping its organization of 1940 intact throughout 
the year of 1941 which has been a large factor in the im- 
proved service to all the users of the library. 

Miss Rachel Woodworth, as Librarian, has continued to 
prove her ability as a Librarian and has cooperated with her 
assistants and Trustees most faithfully. Mrs. Rachel Day, 
Assistant Librarian, has shown not only her fitness to work 
with the young people in the Children’s Library, but her 
very deep interest in them. 

Because of the longer working hours due to Defense Work 
in our local shops, the number of visitors to the reading room 
has decreased 2714%, yet the circulation of all books is a 
little in excess of last year, and the non-fiction books circulated 
increased from 28% to 34% of the total circulation. 

The Branch Library, so well served by Miss Caldwell, con- 
tinues to show better than 10% circulation and activities of 
the main library. In these times of war, and local and nation- 
al conditions continually changing, the Trustees are anxious 
to furnish such books as will be of greatest help to our towns- 
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people to study and meet the new conditions, and especially to 
those learning new trades who require engineering and scien- 
tific books do we ask the closest cooperation with our Libra- 
rian, that the Trustees may spend the appropriation for books 
where it will be most advantageous to help win the war and 
contribute its share to this important defense work. 

The Trustees extend their sincere thanks to all employees 
of the Library and to the townspeople for their cordial co- 
operation of the past year.

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 


The fifty-sixth annual report of The Bancroft Memorial 
Library is hereby presented, together with statistics showing 
the use and growth of the library during the year 1941. 

This summary of library services during the past year is a 
record of continuous growth of the book collection, and also of 
continued usefulness to the community. 

The Main Library was open on 307 days, on each of which 
the average number of books borrowed was 97,—the same 
average as that in 1940. The increased use of non-fiction,— 
about 30 per cent of the books circulated, gives evidence that 
reading for information is on the increase. 

Mrs. Day, assistant in charge of the Juvenile Department, 
reports that deposit libraries have been placed in several 
school rooms. Under the direction of their teachers, pupils 
are reading to fulfill requirements set for State Certificates. 
Exhibits showing the relation between school and library work 
have been displayed in the Children’s Room,—posters. illus- 
trating geography study in the fourth grade, and note-books 
based on the third grade’s study of famous masterpieces of 
art. A series of vacation story hours proved popular during 
the summer months. During National Book Week new chil- 
dren’s books were on display; and third-grade pupils contrib- 
uted original posters carrying out the idea of books as friend- 
ly companions. The usual Christmas story-hour was held 
during the holiday week. In the interests of library work 
with young people Mrs. Day attended conferences of librari- 
ans in Boston and Andover, and visited the Children’s Room 
of the New York Public Library. 

Mrs. Day and the Librarian acknowledge their apprecia- 
tion of the interest and co-operation of teachers who encour- 
age the use of books. 
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Mrs. Day continues her supervision of the picture collec- 
tion; and has added pamphlet material to the files. Both 
pamphlets and pictures have been loaned from the adult and 
juvenile departments. 

The Librarian and Mrs. Day attended sessions of the 
American Library Association Conference held in Boston in 
June. 

Miss Muriel Henry is now a regular part-time assistant, 
in the place of Miss Virginia Creighton, who is attending 
college. 

Chalk drawings made by students in high school art class- 
es were exhibited in the library in April, and in June. 

Thanks are expressed herewith to all who have worked in 
various ways for the welfare of the library:
